Group HI, Claims 23-29, which the Examiner asserts are "drawn to 'processing variable 
length data' classified in class 345, subclass 522;" 

Group IV, Claim 30, which the Examiner asserts is "drawn to * caching texture data and media 
data' classified in class 345, subclass 552.
